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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  April  23,  1958,  the  Department  announced  that  Hawaii  and 
Puerto  Rico  will  be  unable  to  fill  their  1958  sugar  quotas  by 
100,000  and  200,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  respectively  and 
prorated  the  deficits  as  follows:

The  statistical  tables  in  this  issue  of  Sugar  Reports  are  based  on 
the  quotas  prevailing  prior  to  this  action. 

On  April  22  an  increase  in  the  wholesale  price  of  sugar,  was  an- 
nounced by  some  refiners  and  beet  processors  for  several  ter- 
ritories.   The  increase  was  partially  rescinded  the  next  day  and 
as  this  review  went  to  press  the  effectiveness  of  the  increase  was 
unclear.    In  any  event  the  spread  among  quoted  "basis"  prices  for 
various  territories  is  now  narrower  than  at  any  time  in  the  past 
three  years  and  actual  prices  probably  are  less  affected  by  dis- 
co\mts  and  allowances  than  has  been  the  case  for  an  even  longer 
period.    Prices  for  consumer  size  packages  and  specialty  sugars 
had  been  increased  in  all  territories  prior  to  the  April  22  an- 
nouncement.   These  increases  effective  April  14,  ranged  from 
0.05  cent  per  pound  on  5-pound  packages  of  granulated  sugar  to 
0.5  cent  per  pound  on  2-pound  packages  of  cube  sugar.  The 
wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar  at  New  York  continued  at  9.15 
cents  per  pound  during  January-April  1958  or  0.05  cent  higher 
than  during  the  same  months  of  1957. 

The  domestic  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid,  at  New  York 
averaged  6.18  cents  per  pound  for  the  first  22  days  of  April.  The 
average  price  for  the  first  4  months  of  1958  will  be  about  6.  14 
cents  or  0.0  5  cent  lower  than  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Deliveries  for  consumption  in  the  United  States  through  April  12, 
1958  totaled  2,  146,000  tons  or  115,000  tons  more  than  during  the 
same  period  last  year.    However,  deliveries  during  this  part  of 
1958  were  52,000  tons  less  than  during  the  corresponding  period 
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in  1956.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  have  been  considerably  above  those 
of  the  two  preceding  years. 

Charges  against  quotas  through  April  12,  1958  were  46,000  tons 
less  than  through  the  same  date  last  year.    Increased  charges 
against  the  quotas  for  the  Domestic  Beet  Area,  Cuba,  and  "f\ill 
duty"  countries  did  not  offset  the  decrease  for  other  areas.  Due 
to  the  strike,  Hawaiian  quota  charges  were  about  100,000  tons  be- 
low those  of  last  year.    The  latest  crop  estimate  from  the  Phil- 
ippines of  1,  313,000  tons,  indicates  that  they  will  be  able  to  fill 
their  quota. 

In  Cuba,  January  through  March  production  and  exports  were  at 
record  levels.    Production  of  3,954,000  Spanish  long  tons 
(4,491,000  short  tons)  exceeded  the  previous  record  of  3,900,000 
Spanish  long  tons  in  19  52.    Exports  amounted  to  1,505,000  Spanish 
long  tons,  by  far  the  largest  volume  during  the  past  decade.  Par- 
ticularly heavy  was  the  volume  of  exports  to  the  United  States  - 
927,000  Spanish  long  tons  compared  with  a  range  from  697,000  to 
812,000  tons  during  the  preceding  ten  years.    Cuban  sugar  ex- 
ports to  the  world  market  -  577,000  Spanish  long  tons  (595,000 
metric  tons)  -  were  also  ahead  of  recent  years. 

Cuban  production  during  the  first  half  of  April  amounted  to  582,000 
Spanish  long  tons,  compared  with  854,000  tons  last  year.  This 
year  the  customary  Easter  recess  occurred  during  the  first  half 
of  April;  in  1957  it  came  later.    Cumulative  production  through 
April  15  was  4,537,000  tons,  105,000  tons  more  than  last  year. 

During  January-February,  Brazil  exported  178,000  metric  tons 
compared  with  95,000  tons  in  1955,  the  past  record  year,  and 
insignificant  amounts  in  1956  and  1957.    Calendar  year  exports 
may  reach  800,000  tons,  with  supplies  available  for  heavy  January- 
February  exports  again  next  year  . 

China  (Taiwan)  exported  almost  200,000  metric  tons  in  January- 
F ebruary,  which  was  slightly  less  than  her  exports  one  and  two 
years  ago. 

In  1957,  the  Dominican  Republic,  the  other  large  world  market 
supplier,  set  new  records  in  sugar  production  and  exports;  pro- 
duction was  806,000  metric  tons  of  sugar,  commercial  weight 
(mostly  raw)  and  exports  were  766,000  tons  to  all  destinations; 
65,000  tons  were  exported  to  the  United  States  and  701,000  tons  to 
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the  world  free  market.    Stocks  at  the  end  of  1957  declined  to 
35,000  tons  compared  with  about  58,000  tons  one  and  two  years 
earlier.    Current  data  are  not  available. 

The  Soviet  Union  produced  1,  100,000  metric  tons  of  granulated 
beet  sugar  during  Jcinuary- February  1958  compared  with  about 
600,000  tons  a  year  earlier.    Processings  of  sugar  in  1957  from 
1957-crop  beets  were  about  equal  to  processings  in  1956  from 
1956-crop  beets.    The  Soviet  Union  has  bought  183,000  metric  tons 
of  world  free  market  sugar  so  far  this  year. 

During  the  second  half  of  March  the  price  of  Cuban  sugar  destined 
to  the  world  free  market  dropped  below  3.45  cents  per  pound. 
After  a  temporary  rally  at  the  end  of  March  and  early  in  April, 
the  world  market  price  has  returned  to  a  level  below  3.45  cents.

deficit  in  the  1958  mainland  sugar  quota 
for  Puerto  Rico,  and  of  a  100,000  ton  deficit 
for  Hawaii.    These  deficits  were  prorated 
125,924  tons  to  the  Domestic  Beet  Area, 
38,749  to  the  Mainland  Cane  Area,  and 
135,327  tons  to  Cuba.

HIGHLIGHTS 


1.  March  sugar  deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption:  673,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary),  up  37,000  tons,  or  5.8  percent 
from  March  1957.    Deliveries  January  1  through  March  31: 
1,864,000  tons,  up  106,000  tons,  or  6  percent  from  same  period 
last  year.    Final  data  for  February  1958  deliveries:  619,000  tons, 
raw  value;  the  previously  published  figure  for  that  month  was 
597,000  tons . 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  March  29,  1958:  1,758,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  121,000  tons  from  a  month 
earlier,  and  55,000  from  a  year  earlier.    During  March  beet 
processors'  stocks  decreased  156,000,  mainland  sugarcane  proc- 
essors' stocks  6,000  and  direct- con svimption  sugar  importers' 
stocks  1,000  tons;  refiners'  stocks  increased  about  41,000  tons. 
As  compared  with  a  year  ago  beet  processors'  stocks, were  up 
40,000  and  importers'  stocks  3,000  tons,  but  refiners'  stocks 
were  down  67,000  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks 
31,000  tons. 

3.  Quota  charges  January  -  March,  2,097,000  tons,  about  the 
same  as  during  corresponding  1947  period.    Charges  to  quotas  of 
Cuba  up  180,000,  "full  duty"  foreign  coutries  70,000,  and  Do- 
mestic Beet  Area  69,000  tons.    Charges  to  quotas  of  Hawaii  were 
down  99,000  tons,  the  Philippines  91,000,  Puerto  Rico  67,000, 
and  the  Mainland  Cane  Area  64,000  tons. 

4.  February  1958  sugar  deliveries  to  the  North  Centred  region 
were  larger  than  during  February  1957  by  31  percent  and  to  the 
Southern  euid  Western  regions  by  18  percent,  each;  to  the  Middle 
Atlantic  and  New  England  regions  deliveries  were  5  and  2  percent 
smaller,  respectively.    As  compared  with  January  1958  deliveries 
to  North  Central  ajid  Western  regions  were  38  and  21  percent  larg- 
er, respectively;  to  the  Southern  region  they  were  4  percent  small- 
er, to  the  Middle  Atlantic  9  percent,  and  to  the  New  England  region 
they  were  12  percent  smaller.
